Construction of the new 
Splash Pad at the Tiger 
Town Park complex in 
downtown Elba began late 
last week. 

A splash pad is a recre- 
ation area, often in a public 
park, for water play that has 
little or no standing water. 
This is said to eliminate the 


need for lifeguards or other 
supervision, as there is little 
risk of drowning as the 
water sprays from spouts, 
etc. and in essence creating 
a playground with water 
props. 

Elba’s splash pad was 
approved for construction 
in December by the Elba 
City Council at an estimat- 
ed cost of $187,285, and

Kansas man currently walking 
across U.S. comes through Elba

Glenn Koster Sr. of 
Hutchinson, Kansas started 
a journey Feb. Ist that he 
hopes to complete on Oct. 
5th of this year, and that 
journey brought him to 
Elba last Friday afternoon, 
March 9th. 

Koster is doing a Charity 
Steps walk in an effort to 
raise awareness of the need 
for foster parents and adop- 
tion. An adoptee himself, 
he said statistics show that 
in his home state of Kansas, 
there are 5,000 children that 
are in foster care with 900 
of those awaiting adoption. 

“Kansas is among those 
states with the least number 
of children in care,” he said. 

In 2011, Koster said he 
weighed in at a hefty 257 
pounds when he decided to 
make a change and shed 
those excess pounds. By the 
end of that year, he had 
shed nearly 60 pounds. 

“T followed that endeavor 
with a commitment to get 
in shape in 2012, which 
resulted in my participation 
in a Get Fit Challenge with- 
in Eaton,” he said. “I man- 
aged to walk an amazing 
280 miles in June alone, 
adding another 225 miles in 
July. I’ve kept on walking 
since then.” 

Koster’s current walk is 
his second ‘cause’ walk, but 
he said this one is his 
longest journey by far. 

For his 60th birthday in 
2015, he decided to Walk 
Across Kansas. The focus 
of this journey was to raise 
funds for four central chari- 
ties — Reins of Hope, Big 
Brothers / Big Sisters, First 
Call for Help, and Heart-to- 
Heart. 


“I completed that trek in 
October 2015 despite being 
stopped by medical issues 
three times along the way,”

“A great many people think they are thinking when they 
are really rearranging their prejudices.” — William James 


A recent article on gun ownership in America has some 
numbers that are so conflicting that it could be comical. It 
starts off with a paragraph citing a 2015 report that 
“Americans own guns at a staggering rate of 88.8 per 100 
people”. Right below that startling revelation was a break- 
down of gun ownership by states with the very highest 
number (double the next highest state) was 195.7 per 
1,000 people. Now both sections quote what should be a 
reliable source for the numbers but which one should we 
believe (if it really matters), Oh, Alabama was number 7 
on the “most firearms” list with 20 per 1,000. Then the 
next portion of the article is a graph that shows gun own- 
ership by state and in that portion of the story Alabama has 
a 48.9% gun ownership! A number of others are even 
higher but equally as conflicting. There is absolutely no 
way a reasonable person can form any opinion on gun 
ownership, gun violence, etc., from the above confusion. 
However obsessed (pro or con) citizens can cherry pick 
the information, quote the source, and start a social media 
argument that can be guaranteed to raise blood pressure on 
one side or the other of the gun issue for weeks or months. 
Our personal reaction was to read and reread the data and 
try to figure out why such widely conflicting numbers to 
argue “guns” are being quoted in the beginning. We failed 
to figure out an answer to that question, After rereading all 
those numbers, our conclusion is that the report that allots 
less than a hundred guns per 1,000 is a federal report 
based on REGISTERED owners. A whole bunch of folks 
are not registered owners and that is perfectly legal until 
they start strolling down the street with a weapon. 


We are opposed to arming teachers in the classrooms (or 
churches). There is more than one argument against such 
action. In the past year there have been reports of a child 
accidentally discharging a pistol in a deputy’s holster, a 
gun discharging in a classroom when accidentally 
dropped, and a teacher going off the deep end mentally in 
a classroom while banishing a pistol. Any of these can 
happen in any classroom where a gun is present. Now the 
real scary part(s) . .a teacher must be on guard 60 minutes 
of every hour to be sure no students (or parent) gets the 
weapon, i.e. the female teacher holding her purse with 
both hands (unless she straps it on her inner thigh like in a 
gangster movie), Then picture another “active shooter” 
event where these armed teachers are stalking the shooter. 
Law enforcement enters the building and is also stalking 
the unknown shooter. Someone turns a corner in the hall- 
way and sees another person with a gun in hand and 
immediately assumes this is the “active shooter” when 
actually it is another citizen (or law officer) with good 
intentions. Then in the confusion, you have two (or more) 
loyal citizens shooting at each other and whatever the out- 
come, it will not be good.

Turn your scars into stars like St. Patrick

He said, “A crusty old 
leprechaun who drank 
green beer.” 

That’s how my friend 
Jack answered me last 
week. I had asked, “Who is 
St. Patrick?” Another said, 
“Trish dude.” The rest threw 
their hands in the air. 

Google “St. Patrick” and 
the mystery deepens—no 
two accounts are alike. 
Seriously. Virtually the 
only reliable information 
about the man and his 
Ireland is in Patrick’s two 
writings. He was born and 
reared a wealthy nobleman 
of Britain. In roughly 410 
A.D., when he was 15, 
Patrick sailed the Irish 
Sea—as a slave. 

Britain belonged to 
Rome at that time, but 
Roman legions had with- 
drawn to fight barbarian 
invaders. That left Britain 
defenseless. Patrick writes 
that he was one of thou- 
sands captured by Irish 
raiders while at his parents’ 
country home. Apparently, 
he was then sold to an Irish 
warlord. 

Patrick's father was a 
deacon and his grandfather

a minister, but Patrick 
writes that he didn't believe 
in God until he was “hum- 
bled by [daily] nakedness 
and hunger.” He recounts 
praying hundreds of times a 
day during his six years of 
slavery, and says “God pro- 
tected me and comfort- 
ed me as a father does 
a son.” 

Because of that 
intimate relation- 
ship, when Patrick 
hears a voice in his 
sleep saying a certain 
ship will take him 
home, he’s off. 
Patrick safely 
travels 200 miles to the 
designated port, and the 
ship is there, about to 
leave! 

But the captain refuses to 
take him. 

Patrick then does what 
he knows best, he prays. 
Before the day is out, the 
captain sends word for him 
to return, and Patrick sails 
with them. Once they reach 
land, the crew almost 
starves. The captain yells, 


“O, Christian,” asking 
Patrick to pray to his God. 
Patrick tells them, 


“Turn...with all your heart 
to the Lord my God, to 
whom nothing is impossi- 
ble...” 

They agree and Patrick 
prays. He writes that when 
a herd of swine appears, the 
sailors capture and eat 
them, giving “hearty 
thanks to God.” 

It’s God who will lead 
Patrick back to Ireland. The 
country is pagan, worship- 
ping idols and maybe even 
offering human sacrifices. 
It’s rumored the Irish still 
posted skulls on stakes and 
wore them on their belts. 
That’s perhaps what 
Patrick means when he 
writes of Irish “abomina- 
tions.” 

Missionary work in 
Ireland was like present- 
day Christian missionaries 
with radical Muslims. 
Patrick writes of Coroticus, 
apparently a warlord, who 
would slaughter Christians 
following their baptism and 
sell Christian women as 
sex slaves. 

Determined, Patrick 
appoints ministers, saying 


that “everywhere there 
should be clergy to baptize 
and exhort...” He thereby 
effectively becomes the 
first bishop of Ireland. 
This humble man, who 
repeatedly referred to him- 
self as “illiterate” and 
"a sinner,” 
writes a clear 
understand- 
ing of 


Christianity. 
Legend has it 
that Patrick 
used a sham- 
rock, showing how 
one flower with three 
leaves explains the trinity: 
God the Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit. 

Even so, converting the 
pagan Irish took more than 
desire. The missionary 
Palladius went to Ireland, 
ahead of Patrick, but 
Palladius wasn’t success- 
ful—probably because he 


couldn’t speak the lan- 
guage or understand the 
warlord system. Patrick 
knew both from his early 
painful time in Ireland. 

Remember St. Patrick, 
not as a crusty old lep- 
rechaun, but for the six 
years of slavery, nakedness, 
and hunger that led to a 
great victory of faith. 
Patrick is credited with 
bringing Ireland to Christ. 
He embodies Robert 
Schuller’s famous words, 
“Turn your scars into 
stars.” 

This weekend, amid the 
corned beef and parades, 
examine the worst 
moments of your life. 
Perhaps, like St. Patrick’s, 
they could become stars for 
God.

A Brush With “Broadway Joe” 
At one time or another something extraordinary happens to all 


over, I had no way to prove it ever occurred. 


Jim Meggs and I had the same birthday. We always thought 
that was pretty cool, so we called ourselves “birthday brothers”. 
Jim was a great friend; he “went for Alabama,” and he taught me 
my first curse word in 3rd grade. I think we even had a joint birth- 
year. It wasn’t that great because all 
the guests just brought two of the same present. The lack of vari- 
ety in gifts can kill a party, especially for seven year olds. 

Every year we would do something special around our birth- 
day. My mom would take us\to McDonald's, or we might go rid- 
ing on his sisters’ horses. One year I got to go home from school 
with Jim on Friday and spend the night. The year we turned 
eight, Jim’s dad checked us out of school and took us to the 
Tuscaloosa to watch “the Crimson Tide” practice football. 

To say the least, Jim and I were excited. We were going to see 
our football heroes on the practice field as they prepared them- 
selves to be superhuman on Saturdays. It was all we could do to 
contain ourselves as we drove down the interstate to Tuscaloosa. 

We got there and walked out onto the practice field in amaze- 
ment. They were all there. All the names we heard on the radio 
each week were standing there in person. Coach Paul “Bear” 
Bryant was in his tower watching over the field, almost larger 
than life, It was a great birthday present for a southern boy of any 


day party at Jim’s house o1 


age. 


As we watched the team practice, I noticed someone at one 
end of the field working with all the quarterbacks. He wasn’t 
wearing the same shirt that all the coaches were wearing, but I 
could tell he was important by the way people were listening to 
him. Just then, I heard Jim’s dad say “that’s Broadway Joe, 
boys.” Suddenly I realized that it was Joe Namath. I couldn’t 
believe it! Joe Namath, the most famous quarterback to ever play 


the game, was right there in front of me. 


I continued to watch him as he walked over and talked to 
Coach Bryant. My daze was broken when Jim asked if I wanted 
to play some catch. I turned and began throwing the football with 
Jim. We threw passes to each other as practice began to wind 
down. As I ran a post pattern I saw someone leaving the field in 
our direction. Jim over threw me and the ball rolled right over to 


the person I had seen leaving the field. 


We both froze in our tracks as “Broadway Joe” reached down 
and picked up our ball. I managed to somehow move my arms, 
that suddenly felt like cement, and catch the twenty yard wrist 
pass that he flipped back to me with a smile. I turned and looked 
at Jim to make sure he had seen what had happened. He was 
already trying to get a pen and paper from his dad for an auto- 


graph. 

Quickly I tumed back toward Mr. Namath to ask for his auto- 
graph, but he was gone; he had already disappeared into the tun- 
nel that led to the locker room. Spectators weren’t allowed in the 
locker room so, my brush with “Broadway Joe” was over as 


quickly as it started. 


As we walked back to the car, the magnitude of what had hap- 
pened hit me. I had caught a pass from Joe Namath. Not every- 
body could say that. Jim couldn’t say that, in fact Jim didn’t even 
see me catch it. I had absolutely no proof that it had ever hap- 
pened. My friend didn’t see it, I didn’t get an autograph, and Joe 
Namath had probably forgotten about it as soon as he got out of 
sight. I, however, knew it had happened and I would never forget 
it. I couldn’t wait to get home and tell my dad. I’ve always 
wished I could meet “Broadway Joe” and ask him if he remem- 
bers throwing a pass to a little kid in Tuscaloosa about 25 or 30 
years ago. He probably wouldn’t remember it but, I always will. 

The same sort of thing happened to the disciples on the road to 
Emmaus. They didn’t recognize Jesus as they walked and talked 
with Him but, “then their eyes were opened and they recognized 
him, and He disappeared from their sight” (Luke 24:31). They 
were so excited they couldn’t wait to tell their friends, so they 
turned around and walked all the way back to Jerusalem. 

Sooner or later something extraordinary happens to all of us. I 
caught a pass from Joe Namath, but that pales in comparison to 
meeting Jesus and giving Him my life.
